Navy's Lighter-than-air 
Program Awaits Report

Detinite decision as to what 
the Navy policy on development of 
airships is expected to be made in 
near future, 

Within a few days the Durand Com- 
mittee will submit its report and upon its 
findings and recommendations as_ to 
whether or not lighter-than-air is feas 
ible is supposed to determine the Gov- 
ernment’s policy on experimentation in 
this field. 

While the fate of dirigibles is supposed 
to lie in the hands of this group of 
civilian technical experts and of course 
a strong recommendation that the Navy 
build another large rigid would undoubt- 
edly have considerable weight, the 
Navy's policy is considered to have in 
fact already been determined. 

Transfer of the Navy's large new 
lighter-than-air field at Sunnyvale, Calif., 


to the Army in exchange for land at 
North Island, Ford Island and Anacos- 
tin, ID. C.. indicates to most observers 


that the Navy Department intends to 


abandon rigid airship development, even 
though a string was attached to the 
transfer. Officially the Navy’s lighter- 


than-air policy is just what it was prior 
to the construction of the Macon, that is 
to build another dirigible of about 2,- 
000,000 cubic feet. Llowever, in view of 
the destruction of the Akron and Macon 
and the skepticism of most of the rank- 
ing officers of the Navy of the value of 
lighter-than-air as a Naval weapon it is 
considered almost certain that following 
the submission of a report by the Durand 
Committee the General Board will rec- 
ommend and the Secretary approve an 
abandonment of the policy. Of course, 
lighter-than-air still has its proponents 
within the service but it is believed that 
the opposition of the rest of the service 
will bring about abandonment of dirig 
ible development. 

Since the joss of the Macon, naval 
lighter-than-air activities have been con- 
centrated at Lakehurst, N. J. A class of 
eight officers has been under instruction 
there since before the destruction of the 
ship, and has about completed all of the 
instruction possible with the equipment 
on hand. Members of the class are soon 
to be ordered to other duty, and it is 
said that no new class is planned. 

There are now at Lakehurst, twelve 
lighter-than-air craft of various types. 


The only rigid ship, the 2,400,000 cubic 
feet Los Angeles, has never been con- 


denned, but because of its age Navy De- 
partment orders prohibit its being 
flown. It is being used for mooring and 
sround handling tests. There is also the 
non-rigid training ship, K-1 of 320,000 
cubie feet, the smaller non-rigid, J-4, 
sister ship of the J-3, lost at the time the 
Akron crashed; the metal-clad, ZMC-2, 
of 202,000 cubic feet; the newly pur- 
chased, non-rigid, G-1; one kite balloon 
and six free balloons. 

The G-1, now undergoing trials at 
Lakehurst prior to final acceptance, was 
purchased “second hand” from the Good- 
year Zeppelin Corporation. It is their 
“Defender” sister ship of the “Enter-

“In a world that is none too sane President Roosevelt's calm assurance that 
the naval policy of the United States could be changed ‘only in the event that 
other nations exceed the limits’ provided in the Washington and London naval 
treaties is definitely welcome,” comments the Wilmington, Del. Journal. 

“There is a warning, but no threat, in the President's statement. Interested 
parties may take it that this country will, if it is forced into a naval race, main- 
tain its present relative position. But we will not take the initiative.” 

“President Roosevelt did not say in so many words that so far as the United 
States wus concerned the 5:5:3 ratio would be maintained, treaty or no treaty, 
but the inference was plain,” states the Louisville Courier-Journal, “te did not 
openly declare that the United States would build proportionately as other nations 
increased their fleets, but there was no doubt of his meaning. * * * The declaration 
of the richest nation in the world that so far as it is concerned it will maintain 
the existing proportion of naval strength should have a sobering effect. At least 
it leaves no doubt of the firm stand of the United States.” 





“This attitude of the President for a strong naval policy will be

“The need for a strong navy was never greater than now. * * * We need 
new ships. The present naval building program, pretentious as it may seem, is 


largely for replacement, Unless enlarged upon, the navy, in 1942, when the pro- 
gram is complete, will be only at Washington and London treaty strength, while 
Japan will have outdistanced it, and England, assuming it has renounced the 
treaties, will be vastly superior to the United States in sea power.” 

“That probably represents the general sentiment among the people,” says the 
Great Falls, Mont.

“It is gratifying to have the assurance of President Roosevelt that the admin.

“Britain has announced a big building program, to be accelerated as the result 
of the annoying situation in which she found herself recently with regard to com- 
mand in the Mediterraean. * * * Japan, Italy, Germany, France all are building 
or about to build. The United States is on the way to present treaty strength, 
But if the navies of the future are to be far above treaty strength, and if we 
are to preserve the balance of power on the sea, we shall have to keep up our 
end of the building and the modernization. It will be expensive, but so are many 
other forms of insurance.” 

“So far as the United States is concerned, the Vresident on Friday indicated 
what our policy ought to be and what it will be,” comments the Boston Herald, 
“We shall go on with cur building program until we attain that full parity with 
Great Britain to which we are entitled under O- ratio system. In doing

this there is no challenge to any other power, no intimation of intention to initiate 
a building scramble. Under the present program we shall not attain treaty strength 
in any event until 1942. But if other powers build beyond their present assigned 
ratios, we shall keep pace with them as we can without any violation of the spirit 
of the present agreement.” 

“This stand by the President is going to have repercussions,” states the Mil- 
waukee Journal. “It is going to be attacked as militaristic. Mr. Roosevelt is 
already charged with being a big navy man, or at least as taking an unusual 
interest in the navy. He is not especially popular with those pacifist groups that 
would disarm America in an armed world,

Resolut'on No. | 

Be it resolved, that the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the United States 
vo on record as opposing all legislation 
that may be proposed which will in any 
manner materially diminish or curtail, 
prevent or prohibit the continuation of 
military training directly or indirectly, 
as now carried on by the War Depart- 
ment under the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of 1920 as amended 
to date. 

Be it further resolved, that we are 
opposed to the disarmament of the 
United States for the purpose of econ- 
omy, an acclaimed means to bring 
about world peace, or as an example 
and with the hope that other nations 
will do likewise. 

Be it still further resolved, that we 
believe that adequate military and naval 
preparedness for the United States is the 
best guarantee of peace; that such pre- 
paredness should comprise such land and 
naval forces as are recommended by the 
Secretaries of War and Navy. We also 
believe in a treaty Navy, and a Naval 
and Military Reserve with adequate pro- 
vision for active duty training. 

Resolution No. 2 

Be it resolved, that this Association 
is strongly in favor of the re-establish- 
ment of Rh. O. T. C. units in Medical 
Colleges, realizing that the abolition of 
these units has taken from the Medical

General Hughes’ Speech 

“To avoid mistakes of past wars with 
respect to replacements,” Gen. Hughes 
sald, “the War Department Mobilization 
Plan, 1933, provides replacements for 
osses among troops, in both the Zone 
of the Interior and Theater of Opera- 
tions, based on statistics on losses com- 
piled by the Surgeon General’s Office. 


“The number of replacements required 
to meet expected losses, except for those 
required in the first three months of 
mobilization, are procured sufliciently in 
idvance of the time it is estimated they 
will be needed to permit of their being 
trained in the Zone of the Interior and 
forwarded to the Theater of Operations 
in time to replace both battle and non- 
tattle losses without delay. Those ex- 
ected to be required during the first 
three months are procured during the 
frst month of mobilization and given as 
mich training as time permits. So far 
8 practicable trained or partially trained 
rsonnel will be used for these early re- 
Placements. 


“Replacements are so allotted to corps 
areas for mobilization as to tend to dis- 
tribute the requirements for manpower 
t proportion to the military manpower 
ivailable in each corps area. Thus, the

Replacements for 
certain ordnance, signal, tank and engi- 
neer units would come from the corps 
area possessing the special facilities for 
training the relatively small number in- 
volved. 

“The situation in the Pacifie North- 
west develops so that troops begin ar- 
riving in the Theater of Operations ap- 
proximately one month prior to contact 
with the enemy. The replacements for 
losses expected during this first month 
in the Theater of Operations from 
disease and non-battle injuries number 
721 officers, 161 nurses, 13,700 white war- 
rant officers and enlisted men, and 468 
colored warrant officers and enlisted 
men, These replacements would be for- 
warded during the month of September 
on orders of the War Department to 
points in the Theater of Operations 
designated by the Commanding General, 
Fourth Army. 


“Similarly, it is estimated that during 
the second month; that is, the first 
month after contact with the enemy, the 
replacements required to offset both 
battle and non-battle losses in this 
Theater of Operations would be 1,288 
officers, 68 nurses, 19,955 white warrant 
officers and enlisted men and 696 colored 
warrant officers and enlisted men. The 
replacements would be forwarded late 
in September, from the corps areas 
previously indicated, by the War De- 
partment, to points designated by the 
Commanding General, Fourth Army. 
Thereafter, replacements would be for- 
warded from the replacement pool under 
War Department control to fill requisi- 
tions from the Fourth Army. These 
requisitions would cover both actual 
losses and those which could be foreseen.” 


Colonel Hunter's Statement 

Col. George TB. Hunter, GSC, 
Fourth Army, stated: 

“I wish to say that I have examined 
the various administrative orders issued 
by Corps and Divisions, and have found 
a few minor inaccuracies and misunder- 
standings. (No doubt some of these were 
due to errors in the Army’s administrative 
instructions.) With officers drawn from 
all walks of life, it is a very striking 
fact that there was not a single instance 
indicating a serious lack of knowledge 
and appreciation of our present method 
of supply and evacuation. Were we to 
go to war tomorrow, it would be the 
first time in our history that we have 
done so with any well understood system 
of logistics. Even if there be critics of 
that system, it is a long step forward 
have a system so well understood 
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Which present many points at which the 
lines may be readily interrupted by air 
bombardment. But a brief survey is re- 
quired to show that this theater is 
peculiarly sensitive to air attacks and 
that the ability of the Blues to safe- 
guard their vital lines of supply will 
depend upon their ability to either seri- 
ously interfere with such operations or 
to entirely stop them. 

“We have available but two means of 
interfering with bombardment attacks. 
We can seriously penalize bombing mis- 
sions by the use of adequate anti-air- 
craft installations at the point of attack, 
or we can try to turn back or reduce 
the effectiveness of bombing missions 
through interceptions by pursuit avia- 
tion. 

“We can stop bombing missions only 
by destroying the hostile airdromes, per- 
sonnel, aircraft or bomb supplies. 

“In the present case, we cannot hope 
to interfere by the use of anti-aircraft 
installations since we have but a small 
fraction of the units which would be 
required for this purpose. We cannot 
hope to interfere by the use of pursuit 
since the objectives are so separated by 
distance as to make it wholly impracti- 
cable to strike but a portion of the 
units which can be launched simultane- 
ously against the scattered objectives. 

“Our only hope of success lies in stop- 
ping the hostile bombing by waging a 
relentless warfare against the units and 
installations involved. 

“If the foregoing is accepted as sound, 
the primary objective of the Maroon Air 
Force must be the complete interruption 
of Blues vital lines of supply. 

“The primary objective of the Blue 
Air Force must be the destruction of the 
Maroon Bombardment and Attack Avia- 
tion, airdromes, personnel, aircraft or 
ammunition supplies.”

Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, 
Chief of the Air Corps says, in an article 
summarizing America’s position in the 
air in the National Aeronautic Maga- 
zine. 

“In playing the ‘numbers game’ with 
the five other leading air powers, the 
United States is forced to ‘take a back 
seat,’ but without any of the privileges 
of the back seat driver,” General Fou- 
lois said. “If the Navy’s airplanes are 
added to those of the Air Corps, and the 
total accepted as a representation of the 
Air Power of the United States, then we 
rank third.”

Kelly Field Graduates 


A class of 67 flying students was 
graduated Saturday, October 12, from 
the Air Corps Advanced Flying School 
at Kelly Field, Tex. 

A year ago, when these graduates be- 
gan flying training at the Air Corps 
Primary Flying School at Randolph 
Field, they were members of a class of 
142 students, comprising 63 officers of 
the Regular Army, 3 officers from for- 
eign countries, and 76 flying cadets. It 
will thus be noted that 47% of the ori- 
ginal class successfully completed the 
intensive one-year flying course at the 
Air Corps Training Center. 

Aside from one Air Corps officer and 
the three foreign officers, all of whom 
will graduate, 30 of the 61 West Point 
graduates who began flying training a 
year ago last October, received their 
“Wings,” or 49%, which is somewhat 
higher than the general average of ap- 
proximately 45%, according to statistics 
compiled over a period of years in the 
past. 

The Air Corps officer, Maj. Edmund 
W. Hill, a veteran lighter-than-air pilot, 
who now holds the ratings of Airship 
Pilot, Balloon Observer and Airplane 
Observer, through his qualification as a 
heavier-than-air pilot received a fourth 
rating, that of Airplane Pilot. This last 
named rating also was given to the re- 
maining graduates. 

With the exception of the three for- 
eign student officers, who will return to 
their respective countries, the student 
officer graduates will be transferred to 
the Air Corps. The Flying Cadets will 
be assigned, under their Cadet status, to 
active duty with Air Corps tactical 
squadrons for the period of one year. 
Should their service during this addi- 
tional year of training prove satisfac- 
tory, they will be commissioned second 
lieutenants in the Air Reserve and, 
should funds then be available, they will 
be given another year of active duty 
with Air Corps tactical squadrons, this 
time under their status as Reserve offi- 
cers.

secure and retain the highest type of 
soldier and this can not be done unless 
proper advancement is open for such 
men. Under present conditions with the 
number of grades and ratings frozen at 
the same level that was found inade- 
quate for the old 118,000 enlisted 
strength it is little wonder with the re- 
quiting program aimed at a strength of 
165,000 men, that the shortage is being 
« keenly felt. 

Another program which General Craig 
will likely present to those who hold 
the government’s purse strings will be 
that of initiating the first year under 
the newly enacted Thomason bill without 
effecting a curtailment of the number of 
4-day trainees annually provided for 
the Officers Reserve Corps. Under the 
provisions of the Thomason bill the 
President is authorized to give one 
year’s active duty each year to 1,000 
reserve second lieutenants of the com- 
batant arms and the Chemical Warfare 
Service. From among these trainees and 
fom among the graduates of the Air 
corps Training Center the Secretary of 
War is authorized to select annually 
for ten years 50 such officers for com- 
nissioning in the Regular Army. 

It is known that the War Department 
does not consider it wise to grant these 
extended active duty tours at the ex- 
pense of the number of 14-day trainees. 
Under present conditions funds are 
available for about 20,000 two-week 
trainees, but the Secretary of War has 
frequently expressed himself in favor of 
rising this number to 30,000. 

The carrying forward of the moderni- 
ation program will be another factor 
likely to be stressed by the Chief of 
Staff. Replacement of out-worn motor 
vehicles, provision of up-to-date tanks 
and combat cars, modern weapons, the 
high speed field artillery carriage, anti- 
aircraft equipment and many other items 
will be needed. 

The building up in the Air Corps to 
the strength urged in the approved 
Baker Board report also will be sought 
in sizable increments. 

Of particular interest to the service 
will be the recommendations to be made 
for the filling of the large number of 
vacancies now existing and to occur 
within the next few months among the 
general officers of the line and staff. In 
connection therewith will be an even 
larger number of assignments to im- 
brtant commands to be made. Un- 
doubtedly these will not be completed 
intl after the return of Secretary Dern 
fom Manila, which is expected about 
December 15, 

These selections and assignments will 
® particularly looked forward to by the 
ervice, for General Craig is known for 
te care with which he selects officers 
for particular duties.

One of the most impressive sights of 
the stay in Hawaii was the review of 
troops of the entire department under 
command of General Drum, held at 
Schofield Barracks October 4. Troops 
participating were the Hawaiian Divi- 
sion, the Hawaiian Separate Coast Artil- 
lery Brigade, the Air Wing, and other 
department troops. 

A surprise parade was held at Fort 
Shafter at 7:30 P. M., October 2, by the 


light of twenty-seven searchlights, on 
the parade ground in front of the 
quarters of General and Mrs. Drum. 


These searchlights, arranged in an oval 
about the parade ground, were focused 
to converge at a point about one hundred 
feet above the troops of the 64th Coast 
Artillery, which was formed with band 
in line facing General Drum’s quarters. 
This was a most spectacular display 
which illuminated the parade ground 
and the majestic palms surrounding it 
with the light of over twenty billion 
candlepower. 

After his departure aboard the USS

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Sets International Records 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that Lt. Comdr. 
Knefler McGinnis, USN, and crew of 
five in the patrol seaplane, XP3Y-1, had 
broken two international records for 
seaplanes—the record for airline dis- 
tance and the record for broken line 
distance by their flight from the Naval 
Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, C. Z., to San 
Francisco, Calif, Oct. 14 and 15; and 
had broken Lt. Commander McGinnis’ 
national (U. 8.) airline distance record 
of 2398.999 miles. 

The XP3Y-1 took off from Coco Solo, 
C. Z., at 6:30 o’clock (Eastern Standard 
Time) Monday morning, Oct, 14 and ar- 
rived at San Francisco at 2:10 o’clock 
Pacific Time (5:10 o’clock Eastern 
Standard Time) Tuesday afternoon, 
Oct. 15, having covered 3,300 statute 
miles airline distance and approximately 
8,450 statute miles broken line distance. 

The previous international airline dis- 
tance record for seaplanes was made on 
July 15, 1935, by the Italian aviators, 
Mario Stoppani and Casimiro Babbi, in 
a flight from Monfalcone, Italy, to Ber- 
bera, British Somaliland, airline dis- 
tance of 3,063.166 statute miles. 

The previous international broken line 
distance record for seaplanes was es- 
tablished on Dec. 31, 1933 and Jan. 1, 
1934, by the French aviators, Oaptain 
deCorvette Bonnot and Lieutenant de 
Vaisseau Jeanpierre in a flight from 
Berreport, Etienne, to St. Louis, Sene- 
gal, a broken distance of 2,356.980 stat- 
ute miles. 

Attached to the plane under Com- 
mander McGinnis are Lt. (jg) James K. 
Averill, USN; AOMM Thomas P. Wil- 
kinson, ACOM Charles 8S. Bolka, CRM 
Antonio BE. J. Dionne, and CRM Edward 
V. Sizer. 


Navy Enlisted Training 

The 1935 Edition of the Navy Train- 
ing Course for the advancement to the 
rating of Seaman 1c. is being issued to 
the service with three Progress Tests 
and Examination Questions accompany- 
ing each copy of the course. This is a 
departure from the former practice of 
issuing one Progress Test and Examina- 
tion Questions with each training course. 

The object of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion in this departure is to extend the 
usefulness of training courses and to 
expand the capacity for production of 
courses within the limited funds avail- 
able for this activity. If this plan 
proves successful it is contemplated to 
produce new courses in a similar combi- 
nation. In effect this plan provides for 
the issue and reissue of each Seaman 
le. training course to a minimum of 
three men, and thus increases its useful- 
ness. 

Comment and recommendations as to 
the effectiveness of this plan have been 
requested by the Bureau from Force 
Commanders, from the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, and from the 
Commander of the Special Service 
Squadron, when compiled from unit re- 
ports. These comments and _ recom- 
mendations are desired by April 1, 1938. 


Radioman Commended 
The Secretary of the Navy addressed 
a letter of commendation to Dana L. 
Gentry, Radioman 1c., USN, for his 
participation as safety pilot in aerial 
flights in the development of instruments 
and equipment for instrument flying. 
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State Income Tax 

The Retired Officers’ Association is 
calling attention to the Constitutional 
prohibition against a State assessing an 
income tax against an officer of the 
Army or Navy on his salary from the 
United States. 

In connection with the _ recently 
enacted California Income Tax Law, 
©Ool. A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., president 
of the Retired Officers’ Association, 
sent out the following circular: 

“SUBJECT: Application of ‘The Per- 
sonal Income Tax Act, 1935.’ State of 
California. 

“1.—Referring to the application of 
the above mentioned Act, approved by 
the Governor of California on June 13, 
1935, to the salaries received by the 
Navy and Marine Corps personnel, ac- 
tive and retired, from the Federal Gov- 
ernment Such salaries are not 
assessable, as the Statute provides that 
in the determination of gross income 
there shall be exempted from taxation: 

“*(6) Income which this State is pro- 
hibited from taxing under the Constitu- 
tion or laws of the United States of 
America or under the Constitution of 
this State.’ 

“2 —In the same connection, the fol- 
lowing is quoted from Vol. 61, Corpus 
Juris, Sec. 371: 

“+(b.) Salaries of Federal Officers. A 
State cannot lay any Tax on the office 
of a judicial, military, or civilian officer 
of the United States, or on the salary 
or income he derives from it. (Cases 
cited.) But the general rule does not 
prevent the taxation of money or prop- 
erty after it has lost its identity as sal- 
ary and becomes part of the general es- 
tate of the owner, and a person’s mere 
official charaeter does not exempt him 
from paying taxes on his real or per- 
sonal property other than his salary or 
emoluments’.” 

The following letter has been received 
by the ArMy AND Navy JouRNAL from 
Colonel Marix: 

“The enclosed memorandum has been 
mailed to all retired officers of the Ser- 
vices which we represent, living within 
the confines of the State of California, 
and we believe that it will be of much 
interest to many of them. 

“In view of the fact that the neces- 
sary law as set forth in the enclosed 
memorandum prevents the taxing of 
federal income by the various States 
which have adopted State Income Tax, 
it is believed that the publication of this 
letter, together with the memorandum 
in question will interest any and all 
officers residing in any State of the 
Union which has on its statute books a 
State Income Tax Law.”

And this increase does not stop at foods, for all other necessities are climbing 
steadily. It is an admitted fact that service personnel can no longer live at the 
standard to which Congress in 1908, after lengthy consideration, determined they 
were entitled. A Congressional inquiry into the subject should also take into 
consideration the losses suffered during the economy regime not alone in base pay, 
which applied to all govermental agencies, but also in longevity pay, and in allow- 
ances. In the ease of the enlisted men, immediate action should be taken to 
restore their reenlistment bonus and to pay those deprived of such income during 
the economy regime. 


AN ANALYSIS OF THE editorial reaction to President Roosevelt's recent 
declaration of naval policy furnishes some interesting conclusions. Prior to setting 
out on a trip to the East Coast on the USS Houston, the President, motivated no 
doubt by reports that Great Britain was considering building beyond treaty strength, 
made it plain that if any nation exceeded treaty limits we would meet our needs 
accordingly. Editorial comment appeared to be unanimous in supporting him. 
Even the “little Navy press,” while dragging in references to ship builders’ profits, 
the taxpayers burden, and “jingoistic admirals,” had to admit, rather reluctantly, 
that if other nations increased their armies and navies we would have to do like- 
wise. The body of public opinion these latter newspapers represent was only a 
short time ago crying out against the Vinson act, demanding to know who we 
were preparing to fight and insisting that we were starting a building race. It is 
noteworthy the manner in which the opponents of national defense admit its 
necessity when world peace is threatened. When skies are clear they fight defense 
preparations and are willing to permit the army and navy to starve for equip- 
ment, always ignoring the terrific cost in lives and money of attempting to arm 
after the clouds gather. They seem to turn their backs on the fact that it takes 
two years to build a destroyer, three or four to construct a cruiser, aircraft 
earrier or battleship, and that skilled officers and men result only from long 
training. Even the building program aimed to rescue our navy from an inferior 
state has not yet actually “taken hold.” Few realize that while there are 80 
vessels under construction only a handful of ships actually have been completed. 


TO THE MILITARY-MINDED the operations in Africa are revealing the 
unfolding of a most unusual war plan but one that appears to be admirably 
fitted for the accomplishment of Italy’s objective in Ethiopia. It appears to be 
one in which tactics take a back seat to logistics, one in which consolidation is a 
much greater concern than progress, and in which the determination to advance 
the fighting forces is made on the basis of reports from the engineers and supply 
officers in the rear rather than from the combat forces in the front. The problem 
of the Italian high command was a most difficult one. From a strategie stand- 
point there is no one place which it is necessary for the Ethiopians to defend, 
no vital center at which Italy can strike and be assured of drawing the Ethiopian 
forces into a pitched battle where a decisive victory would crush opposition. 
Lacking such an opportunity, it is quite likely that the Italians have decided to 
take and occupy Addis Ababa more to show the world she is conqueror than to 
show the Ethiopians, for in such an event she would still have the Ethiopian 
forces to subdue and this probably would be a long, long task. At Addis Ababa 
the Italians would be forced to maintain a line of supplies and communications 
approximately 400 miles long. Such a line would be her life line, it would have 
to be kept open continually and would be subject to continual harassment from 
the Ethiopian armies. Thus, it is observed, the Italians are moving forward 
slowly. Having moved a short distance they stop and consolidate. Engineers 
build modern, adequate roads, capable of carrying the thousands of truck loads of 
supplies that must go forward. Depots, it seems, are established. The natives 
are pacified. Then defenses must Ve. installed, machine guns placed, observation 
posts established, communications made positive. All this apparently is being 
done in each area captured. When the engineers and supply officers have decided 
that such an area is ready the word is given to the troops to go forward again. 
In time if this movement keeps up, Italy will build a defended bridge 400 miles 
long to maintain the throne she proposes to establish in the interior of Ethiopia.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Navy Enlisted Promotions—An explanation of why there is at present such an 
apparent large number of vacancies in Navy ratings which are not being im- 
mediately filled is contained in the latest Bureau of Navigation bulletin. 

“From data gathered over a number of years,” states the bulletin “the Bureau 
is able to predict very accurately what the losses in each rating will be during any 
one year. During normal years, the promotion plan provides for filling these 
losses. The current year is abnormal in that Congress authorized the Navy to 
begin the year with 82,500 men and finish the year with 93,500, on which figure 
the allowances are based, which is the reason for the present apparent large num- 
ber of vacancies. As the appropriation was based on an average strength of 88,000 
men, the Bureau is unable to immediately promote and recruit the Navy up to the 
new authorized strength without greatly exceeding the appropriation. The re- 
cruiting and promotion plan provides for building the Navy up at a steady rate 
throughout the year and arriving at the strength of 93,500 men late in June, 1936. 

“The money that can be alloted to pay the men the higher rate of pay when 
they ure advanced has been adjusted to provide about 5,000 advancements each 
quarter, a total of 20,000 for the year. This number will make up for the attrition 
and provide the petty officers required by the increase of 11,000 men. If the 
Bureau advanced a large number of men in the first quarter of the year, these 
men would have to be paid their higher rate of pay for an average of ten months, 
and as a result promotions would have to be practically stopped in the last two 
quarters to keep from exceeding the appropriation, and the Navy would end the 
year with a large shortage of petty officers. 

“The number of men in the Navy and the rapidity of promotion depend entirely 
upon the money that Congress appropriates each year for the pay, subsistence and 
transportation of the Navy.” 





General Hamilton Retires—Brig. Gen. Alston Hamilton, USA, will pass to the retired 
list of the Army October 31, 1935. 

General Hamilton was born in North Oarolina and appointed to the United 
States Military Academy from Virginia. Upon graduation in 1894 he was first 
assigned to the Cavalry, but transferred shortly thereafter to the Artillery, with 
which he has since served. 

Until 1898, General Hamilton saw varied service with troops at different sta- 
tions within the United States. In Cuba he participated in the campaign around 
Santiago with Light Battery “EX”, First Artillery. During that service he was cited 
for gallantry in action. Going to the Phillipines with Light Battery “KE”, First 
Artillery he again saw active service, being recommended for a brevet by Maj. Gen. 
H. W. Lawton, U. S. Volunteers, for “distinguished gallantry and public service in 
the presence of the enemy” during an expedition to the Province of Morong. He was 
cited later for gallantry in action near Calamba, Luzon. 

In General Hamilton’s further service until the World War, the following are 
the most notable of his duties: Instructor in mathematics at the United States 
Military Academy, 1900-1903; varied services as instructor at the Artillery School 
in ballistics, seacoast engineering, artillery and gun defense; member of the Coast 
Artillery Board; graduate of the Army War College in 1914; and member of the 
Ordnance Board. 

During the early period after our entrance in the World War, General Hamilton 
was in Panama in connection with coast defenses. Upon his return to the United 
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States he was detailed to command of the coast defenses for Eastern New York 
He departed for France in May, 1918, in command of the 58th Regiment of Coag 
Artillery, with which he served during the later phases of our overseas operations 
After the Armistice he was placed in command of the 35th Artillery Brigade anj 
an instruction center. He returned to the United States in command of the 35) 
Artillery Brigade. 

Since his return to the United States, General Hamilton has served with the 
Coast Defenses in Panama and with the Coast Defenses in the harbor of Say 
Francisco, and commanding the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps at the Massachy. 
setts Institute of Technology at Cambridge, Massachusetts. On April 16, 1927, he 
assumed command of the 2d Coast Artillery District, Ft. Totten, New York, and 
September 2, 1927, was relieved from that command. From October 7, 1927, to July 
19, 1930, he was in command of the 11th Field Artillery Brigade, Schofield Bks, 
=. &. 

He returned to the United States in July 1930 and on October 6, 1930, assume 
his present command, the 1st Coast Artillery District, with headquarters at Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

General Hamilton has been awarded two Silver Star citations—one for ga). 
lantry in action at El Caney, Cuba, and one for gallantry in action near Calamba, 
Laguna, Luzon. 


War Game Board—The USS Worden recently solved the problem of storing the 
linoleum war game board by painting squares on the deck in the Division Con. 
mander and Captain’s cabin to simulate a war game board. Difficulty was incurred 
in storing, without breaking, the heavy linoleum war game board furnished with 
wur game outfits, and this part of the outfit was turned into store with the per. 
mission of the Bureau of Navigation. The painting of the squares on the deck was 
authorized by the Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 


Complements of Naval Vessels—A description of the method by which the Bureau 
of Navigation determines upon the complements of ships is given in the current 
Bureau bulietin. Explaining that the term “complement” means the war crew of 
a ship and that “allowance” means the peacetime crew, the Bureau states: 


“When a new type of ship is being planned, the Bureau of Ordnance is re 
quested to submit a memorandum showing the number of men, by ratings, that 
would be required to fully man the battery. The Bureau of Engineering is asked 
for a similar memorandum for the engineering department. The Bureau of 
Navigation computes the number of men that will be required for the other 
branches by formulas that have been arrived at after a number of years’ study, 
For example: one cook is allowed for each 75 men, except in the small ships; 
one baker for each 250 men; the strength of the hospital corps is 1% of the total 
number of people on board; one water tender is allowed for every 1,170 horsepower; 
und one fireman for every 170 horsepower. Numerous adjustments and exceptions 
have to be made to these formulas due to peculiarities of construction and equip 
ment. After the total number has been arrived at, the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair is notified in order that sufficient berthing and messing space may be pro 
vided. After the ship has been in commission, the Commanding Officer is requested 
to submit recommendation regarding changes or adjustments in this complement. 

“Changes in the complements of older ships are made whenever they are given 
added equipment, such as anti-aircraft batteries, or have undergone major structural 
changes, such as modernization. 

“Each year Congress decides how many men the Navy can have and the 
allowances are based on this number. Some types of ships, such as submarines 
and repair ships, are given their complements. The shore stations are kept at ap 
absolute minimum. After these two have been provided for, the remaining men 
are divided among the different classes of ships, and an effort is made to provide 
an allowance for each ship that will be the same percentage of her complement as 
all other ships of that class. For example: the allowance of battleships for the 
current year is approximately 85% of their complement.” 


General McKinley Retires—The retirement of Maj. Gen. James F. McKinley, USA, 
for physical disability, effective Oct. 31. was announced in orders this week. 

General McKinley was born in San Francisco, Calif., Feb. 22, 1880. On June 
24, 1898, he enlisted as private in Company I, Sth Ohio Infantry, and served until 
Nov. 21, 1898. On Feb. 3, 1899, he was commissioned second lieutenant of Cavalry 
and assigned to the 6th Cavalry. 

From June 30, 1900, until March 1, 1901, General McKinley served in the 
Philippine Islands on the staff of Maj. Gen. 8S. M. B. Young, where he distinguished 
himself in the engagements of Cullebeng and Aligangan near Badoe River. 

On Feb, 2, 1901, General McKinley was assigned to the 11th Cavalry, but cot 
tinued on duty as aide de camp to General Young. Prior to returning with 
General Young to the United States in April, 1901, General McKinley was tran 
ferred to the 14th Infantry, and later accompanied General Young to Europe t 
attend the 1908 Prussian Army maneuvers. 

The 14th Cavalry having been designated for active service in the Philippine 
Islands, General McKinley was, at his own request, relieved as aide de camp 
General Young to join his regiment for field duty, and reported to his regiment 
at Fort Grant, Arizona, July 1, 1908. He served in the Philippines from 1908 to 
1906 and took part in the Second Sulu Expedition, participating in the actions a 
Cotta Lubbuck, Silumaan Mountain, Hassan’s Market, Cotta Pang Pang and wa 
with Troop K, 14th Cavalry, when Panghina Hassan was killed in March, 1 
He also served with the Third Sulu Expedition and in the actions at Cotta Usap, 
Cotta Lumbo, March, 1905, Cotta Paruka Uttrick, Cotta Lacksamana Usap at Lao 
and Cotta Lumbo, May, 1905. 

He was recommended by Gen. Hugh L. Scott for his work at Lacksamana Lae 
and by Gen. Leonard Wood for excellent performance of duty in the Third Sulu 
Expedition. 

In August, 1917, General McKinley was assigned to the 351st Infantry at 
Camp Dodge, Iowa. From July, 1918, until March, 1922, he served at various 
stations, including Camp Freemont, California, in command of the 62d Infantry; 
Fort Mills, New York; Camp Lee, Virginia; as Inspector, R. O. T. C. District No. 
6, Columbus, Ohio; at Headquarters Central Department, Chicago, Mlinois; 2 
charge of R. O. T. C. affairs, Headquarters South Eastern Department, Charlesto} 
South Carolina ; and at Headquarters Fourth Corps Area, Fort McPherson, Georgi. 

He was detailed to the Adjutant General’s Department, Feb. 19, 1922, to whi 
Department he transferred permanently on March 14, 1923. 

He was appointed Assistant The Adjutant General, with rank of prigadiet 
general, on July 17, 1929, for a term of four years. From February 3, 1933, until 
he was appointed The Adjutant General, he was Acting The Adjutant General. 
On June 1, 1933, he accepted appointment as major general, The Adjutant Gene 
to date from Feb. 2, 1933. 

yeneral McKinley has been awarded the Silver Star Citation with one oak lea! 
cluster, for gallantry in action against Insurgent forces at Cullebeng, Luzon, P 
pine Islands, April 15, 1900, and for gallantry in action against Insurgent fore 
at Badoe River, Luzon, Philippine Islands, April 25, 1900.

War Department Regulations, Relief 
of Unemployment, Civilian Conservation 
Corps, May 15, 1985, have been changed 
as follows: 

18. BHligibility for 
tion, * * * 

«. Reselection, * * * 

(5) A former enrollee, the type of whose 
discharge is changed by the corps area com 
mander under the authority given in para- 
graph 38g from administrative or dishonor- 
able to honorable, is eligible for reselection 
regardless of the duration of his prior service 
in the Civilian Conservation Corps. Such a 
man may have been offered reinstatement 
under the terms of paragraphs 29 and 389 
by the corps area commander but his refusal 
to accept reinstatement when offered will not 
act as a bar to the reselection here contem- 
plated.

Howard W. Oxley, Director of CCC 
Camp Education, has advised Robert 
Fechner, Director of Emergency Con- 
servation Work, that final arrangements 
have been completed for expanding CCC 
educational activities during the winter 
period running from October 1 to April 


Operating in an advisory capacity to 
the War Department, Mr. Oxley and his 
associates in the U. S. Office of Educa- 
tion have spent the last several weeks 
in gearing up CCC instructional services 
to handle a more widespread program. 
The new enrollment period, which opened 
September 30 will require schooling 
facilities for approximately 500,000 
youths. This figure represents an in- 
crease of 150,000 men over the CCC en- 
roliment of last winter. 

Recently, Director Fechner made 
available additional funds to care for 
the expanded educational needs and to 
provide necessary instructional facilities 
in the camps. The number of educa- 
tional advisers has been increased to 
2,200, and seventy-eight district ad- 
visers have been appointed to coordinate 
camp programs of instructions. 

A Manual for Instructors and a series 
of fifteen Lesson Outlines on subjects of 
vocational importance are being dis- 
tributed to camp advisers from the Office 
of Education. These publications were 
written to assist advisers in perfecting 
their methods of presentation and in 
stimulating the interest of enrollees. 
This material will also serve {0 
strengthen the content of CCC courses. 

The Office of Education has set eight 


major objectives for accomplishment 
during the approaching enrollment 
period. These objectives are: 


1. Providing instruction to stamp 
out illiteracy wherever found among the 
camps. 

2. Instilling in the enrollees a deeper 
consciousness of the importance of col 
serving the nation’s resources. 

8. Raising educational levels of 
under-educated youth, providing opper 
tunity for those who are deficient 12 
fundamental school subjects. 

4. Intensive training of the enrollees 
in ways to earn their own living. 

5. Improvement of content in cect 
courses, through the use of a manual 
and lesson outlines. 

6. Development of enrollees’ re 
habits and stimulation of their in 
in a variety of books.

(CC and the Army 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Now that the CCC is to be permanent, 
this writer wishes to recommend a 
worthy project, involving the CCC to the 
Army, that would constitute a step for- 
ward in the modernization of the ser- 
vice. 

It is briefly this, that the Army turn 
over to the CCC such of its Posts that 
are of little or no value to the country 
as far as National Defense is concerned. 
There could be assigned to each of the 
Posts, one CCC company to act as a 
caretaking detachment, to keep them in 
good shape and the buildings in a proper 
state of repair, so that in case of an 
emergency they could be turned back to 
the Army, all ready for use as mobiliza- 
tion centers. The turnover would not 
be very diflicult, since many of these 
Posts are now in use as CCC District 
Headquarters. 

A move like this would allow many 
of our regiments to be concentrated at 
points where they are most needed, and 
tan receive training as complete units 
and in some cases as brigades. 

The cost of constructing additional 
quarters to house these long lost bat- 
talions at the enlarged posts could be 
provided from the PWA funds that have 
heen allotted for Army Housing. 

This proposal was recommended to 
Congress in the past, but for various 
reasons was not favorably received. 
However if it is offered at the coming 
session, with the CCC as a_ substitute 
for the Army as occupants of these 
Posts, it should stand a good chance of 
passing.

eral subject that I believe merits some 
thought and quite a bit of study and 


attention and that is; according En- 
listed-Reserve Officers (not emergency 
officers during the World War) the 


same privileges of advanced retirement 
as to grade, at the end of their 30 years 
as is accorded former emergency officers 
who have returned to the ranks and 
now retire as of their highest commis- 
sioned rank, with pay and allowances 
of warrant officers. It is quite evident, 
if a Non-Com is so much interested in 
his profession as to prepare himself with 
much study and extra work (that could 
he devoted to pleasure as leisure time) 
to hold a Reserve Commission in peace 
time and by more study and spare time 
work keep on the active list and even 
win promotion therein; he practically 
assumes the same importance to the Gov- 
ernment as an enlisted man who has 
already done his bit as an emergency 
officer and I believe the same retirement 
privileges should be applied to both. 
Another phase of this retirement propo- 
sition, would be to allow an advanced 


grade to enlisted men who may come 
due for retirement holding any grade 
lower than that held by them during 


the World War (Say a Corporal, who 
was a first sergeant in the war, should 
he retired as First Sergeant ;—without 
any one stepping down and all the pres- 
ent day incidental trouble due to steps 
normally expected to see that he ac- 
quires that grade again prior to his re- 
tirement, etc.). The fact that he is only 
a Corporal now may not be any reflec- 
tion whatever on his ability, but merely 
a result of the stagnation of promotion 
due to his seniors remaining indefinitely 
in the same organization and _ post; 
thereby holding up his normal means of 
promotion. 

All in all, the above subjects cover just 
the high-lights on some controversial 
matters that could be argued pro and 
con indefinitely; but the fact remains 
that Enlisted-Reserve Officers are a class 
that will be sorely needed indeed during 
any major emergency, and the procure- 
ment of such a class of emergency offi- 
cer personnel should be materially as- 
sisted, rather than hindered.

Medical Reserve Officers 


Regarding appointments in the Medi- 
‘al Department Reserve of graduates of 
Class A Schools, the War Department 
has notified all Corps Area and Depart- 
ment Commanders as follows: 

“1. Letter from this office dated 
March 4, 1935, AG, 210.1 ORO (3-4-35) 
is rescinded and the following is substi- 
tuted therefor. 

“2. Corps Area Commanders are au- 
thorized to waive the requirements for 
recommendation of an examining board, 
third column of paragraph 19 b (8), AR 
140-5, and so much of paragraph 20 e, 
AR 140-5, as requires reference of appli- 
cations to examining boards, in cases of 
applicants recommended for  ayppoint- 
ment in the Medical, Dental and Veter- 
inary Corps Reserve at the time of their 
graduation from Class A Medical, Den- 
tal and veterinary schools. Determina- 
tion of fitness for appointment in such 
cases will be based on the recommenda- 
tions of Regular Army medical officers 
and Presidents or Deans of the respec- 
tive schools. 

“3. Recommendations under this au- 
thority for appointments in the Medical 
Corps, Dental Corps and Veterinary 
Corps Reserve of prospective graduates 
of Class A schools in their respective 
professions will be submitted on the 
special form provided for the purpose, 
to be signed by the Corps Area Surgeon 
and the President or Dean of the insti- 
tution. Letters of appointment and com- 
missions will be forwarded to Corps 
Area Commanders for delivery at time 
of graduation to those appointees who 
receive their professional degrees and 
are regarded as otherwise satisfactory. 

“4. Appointments will not be made 
on the basis of the degree of Bachelor 
of Medicine. Every effort practicable 





their being considered for appointment 
under this policy when they receive the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

“5. Applications should not be sub- 
mitted unless appointment is desired by 
the prospective graduate and it appears 
probable that he will, at the time of grad- 
uation, be eligible and qualified profes- 
sionally and physically. The papers 
should be carefully checked to insure 
that they are completely and correctly 
prepared and special attention should 
be given to the items following: 

“a. The name of the institution 
should be identical for all applicants of 
the same profession from the same uni- 
versity or college. 

“b. As date of appointment is de- 
termined by reported date of gradua- 
tion, it is important that this date be 
carefully checked and correctly reported. 
If more than one date of graduation is 
reported for the same profession from 
the same university or college, the rea- 
son therefor should be stated. 

“ce, All signatures by an applicant 
should be in his full first, middle and 
last names. 


“d. In eases of foreign born appli- 
eants careful inquiry should be made 
as to citizenship. Statement should be 
made on the recommendation = sheet 


showing the form of evidence of citizen- 
ship submitted and check should be 
made to insure proper answer is made 
to question 5 on W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 
170. 

“6. Recommendation sheets and W.D., 
A.G.O. Forms Nos. 170 and 638 should 
be assembled for each applicant and all 
papers for graduates of the same insti- 
tution should be forwarded to this office 
under one cover on or before February 
Ist of each year, accompanied by a list 
of those recommended for appointment, 
segregated by section and arranged al- 
phabetically under each section. In view 


of the large amount of work in this 
office, particularly in connection with 
appointments from the ROTC, it is es 


sential that papers be forwarded as in- 
dicated and that every effort practicable 
be made to avoid delay in submitting 
recommendations and applications. Ap- 
plications for appointment in the Medi- 
cal Department Reserve from prospec- 
tive graduates of Class A schools at uni- 
versities or colleges where ROTO train- 
ing for other Arms and Services is con- 
ducted should be forwarded separately 
from applications from prospective 
ROTC graduates.” 


Battleship Replacement 

In view of the fact that a possibility 
still exists for a naval limitation con 
ference this year, the Navy Department 
is still withholding an announcement 
that they intend to include a battleship 
in next year’s building program. 

Word from London is to the effect 
that parties to the Washington and 
London treaties will be asked to meet 
for “naval conversations” this year, but 
everyone admits that they would only 
he formal and that nothing could be 
done in view of the international situa- 


tion. State Department officials, how- 
ever, because of this situation, insist 
that the Navy “make no decision” as to 


inclusion of a capital ship in next year's 


program, and formally there are no 
funds in the Navy’s 1937 estimates a 


replacement for the Arkansas. 
Secretary of the Navy Swanson, at his 
press conference this week stated that 
“no decision has yet been reached as 
to the inclusion of a battleship in this 
year’s estimates.” Informally however, 
naval officials admit they want to lay 
down a capital ship next year, and that 
it is a safe prediction that it will be 
included in the program at a later date. 


ROTC Appointments 

Graduates of the Reserve Oflicers’ 
Training Corps who are enlisted in the 
National Guard may be appointed as 
officers in the National Guard of the 
United States instead of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, the War Department 
ordered this week. 








by Reserve officers, the War Department 
this week announced changes in Army 
Regulations which will require in the 
future that oflicers gain 100 hours of 
credits in an inactive duty status for 
reappointment. 

Heretofore, officers could qualify for 
reappointment by attending two summer 
camps, and without performing any in- 
active duty training. In the future, 
however, the new regulations provide 
that before an officer can be reappointed 
he must have “demonstrated his interest 
in military affairs by having a written 
record of satisfactory performance of at 
least 200 hours of credits, of which at 
least 100 hours have been earned on an 
inactive duty status. He may earn in- 
active duty credits by Army extension 
course work, attendance at classes, ad- 
ministrative duties in connection with 
his unit, or active participation with 
troops on inactive duty training. Credit 
of 100 hours will be given for each 14. 
day period of active duty; for shorter 
or longer periods, 7 hour’s credit will 
be given for each full day of active duty ; 
provided efliciency report ratings of at 
lease ‘satisfactory’ are attained under 
‘maner of performance’.”

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OBITUARIES 


The War Department has been noti- 
fied of the death October 16, of Maj. 
Gen. William Luther Sibert, USA-Ret., 
in Bowling Green, Ky. 

General Sibert is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Evelyn Bairnsfather Sibert, 
of Bowling Green, Ky., and several chil- 
dren, among them are Lt. Col. Franklin 
C. Sibert, Inf., Ft. Benning, Ga., and 
Capt. Edwin L, Sibert, FA, Command 
and General Staff School, Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kans. 

General Sibert was born October 12, 
1860, in Gadsden, Ala. He was gradu- 
ated from West Point in 1884 and was 
commissioned in the Engineer Corps. 
Up to the time of the Spanish Ameri- 
ean War, General Sibert was engaged 
almost exclusively on river and harbor 
work, being assistant engineer of Cin- 
dnnati; engineer at Bowling Green, 
Ky.; assistant engineer for the construc- 
tion of the Sioux Locks and connecting 
channels of the Great Lakes; district 
engineer at Little Rock, Arkansas. 

As a captain of engineers he took the 
first company to the Philippines in 1899 
where he distinguished himself in the 
feld and as chief engineer and general 
manager of the Manila and Dagupan 
Railway. 

On his return from the Philippines he 
continued on river and harbor work first 
at Louisville and then at Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, and was largely respon- 
sible for the adoption and development 
of the 9-foot channel on the Ohio River. 

In March, 1907, when a major of en- 
gineers, he was one of the three army 
engineers selected to build the Panama 
Canal and served as a member of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, being di- 
rectly in charge of the Atlantic Sector, 
including the Gatun Locks and Dam. 
At that time the Chief Engineer re- 
ported that the Canal would be ready 
when the Gatun Locks and Dam would 
be completed and he estimated that it 
would require two years longer to com- 
piete than any other sector. It is a trib- 
ute to General Sibert’s ability as an 
engineer that the Atlantic Sector was 
the first part to be completed. 

On the completion of his work on the 
Panama Canal in 1914 he was given the 
thanks of Congress and by Act of Con- 
gress promoted to brigadier general 
from the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

In June, 1914, by a joint resolution of 
Congress, he was granted leave of ab- 
sence and went to China as chairman of 
4 commission to report on internal water- 
way improvements and flood control. 
The start of the World War in August 
of that year disrupted the Red Cross 
plan for carrying out this work. 

During the World War General Si- 
bert was commissioned a regular major 
general and took the First Division to 
France. He returned to the United 
States in January, 1918, where he or- 
sanized the Chemical Warfare Service 
4 Chief of that Service. 

In 1920, General Sibert retired from 
the Army under provisions of the Pan- 
ima Canal Act and for the next twelve 
years was actively engaged in engineer- 
ng work. As Chairman of the Ala- 
Yama State Docks Commission he con- 
structed the State Docks at Mobile, 
Alabama. In 1928, he was appointed 
Chairman of the Boulder Dam Commis- 
sion and served with it until 1932. He 
wis President of the American Associa- 
tin of Port Authorities, 1929 to 1930, 
ind is a member of the American So- 
“ety of Civil Engineers. 

Since 1932, General Sibert has been 
wired from active engineering and has 
bwen living on his farm near Bowling

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Trade With China 

During the last four years the United 
States’ trade with China has developed 
to the point where it exceeds that of any 
other country, and in 1934 accounted for 
26 per cent of China’s imports from all 
countries, according to a new study 
titled “Where China Buys and Sells,” 
by Charles K. Moser, Chief, Far Eastern 
Section, Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce. 

During the last few years the United 
States has taken a larger share of 
China’s exports than any other country, 
the study shows, although Hong Kong 
—strictly a port of transshipment for 
products from other countries—is ac- 
credited with a slightly larger propor- 
tion in the figures last year.

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended October 9, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,- 
480,000,000, unchanged from the preced- 
ing week and $25,000,000 above the cor- 
responding week in 1984. 

On October 9 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,478,000,000, an 
increase of $8,000,000 for the week.
